NITTING, Just now, is more 

popular than ever. The knitted 
aarments of to-day ore so. dainty und 
attractlve, and modern wools are 
dyed in so many varicd and = ex- 
quisite shades, that many women 
who have never handled knitting 
needles before ore tempted to make 
thelr first attempt this year, 


For the first attempt do not try 
anything too elaborate. Some fns- 
clnating jumpers “and other woollies 
often require intricate knilting which 


‘only an expert worker can under- 


stand, and thls !s especially the case 
if you can only kalt during odd 
minutes and spasmodic intervals. 
Intricate knitting. requires close and 
prolonged attention. Choose some- 
thing simple, and follow the tnstruc- 
tions given closely. Use the needles 
quoted, even though you already 
possess the very next size that ap- 
pear almost the same, This slight 
alfference may make all the dif- 
ference to your work. And be sure 
that the wool and necdies are con- 
trusting colours to save your cye- 
sight. 


If the dircctions tell you to get 
a certain kind of wool, buy that and 
no other. The different makes, cven 
of the same ply, vary in thickness 
and quality, and though a substitude 
may work out satisfactorily, it very 
probably will not, and your knitting 
will be spoilt, 


When you buy coloured woul, make 
certain that you have suMcient for 
your requirements, because = the 
shades sometimes differ — slightly 
avith Une different dycings, It ts bet- 
ter to have too much to begin with 
than finish your work with a new 
skein that does not quite match, 


Jotning Wool 


Lengths of wool should always be }- 


Joined at the end of a row untess the 
design makes it necessary to join 
them in the middle. In the case it 
must be donc so as to be almost in- 
‘visible, for nothing spotls work more 
than ugly knots. The best method 
is to leave four inches or so of the 
knitted-up ball, and thread the new 
end on to a darning needle, Run 
the needle into the old wool for an 
inch or two, und then draw out the 
needle, Only a-slight thickness will 
indicate where the two ends have 
been knitted together, and this will 
not show at all when the work is 
finished and pressed. 


For a two-coloured or multi- 
coloured garment In which the balls 
of wool have to be used in turn, a 
xood way of preventing them from 
getting tangled Is to put cach in a 
paper bag and tle this round with 
a piece of the, corresponding wool, 
so that you know what colour cach 
contains, This keeps the wool clean 
also and prevents the various Ieng-hs 
from getting tangled, White ard 
light coloured work should always 
be kept in a large silk handkerchief. 
Spread this out on your knee while 
knitting if you are wearing a dark 
dress, to protect the wool from rub- 
bing against the material, 


Never stretch wool by winding it 
into a hard: ball, Wind it loosely 
over three fingers, changing their 
position frequently, and will get.a 
soft, loose ball, delightfully easy to 
work with, ‘ 


If you are knitting from a pattern, 
mark the starting point,on the boolc 
before you leave off, so that you 
know where to begin again, Always 
finish a row before laying down the 
work, and when you put your ihe 
structions away, don't fold the paper, 
which may make some of the words 
{ndecipherable after a time. 


Male Up a Garment Carcfullys 


Some otherwise good knitters ‘spoil 
their work by finishing it off badly 
and then making it up carclessly. 
In joining edges, be careful not to 
draw them together .too tightly. 
[Use the same wool as the knitting 
und na coarse, blunt-pninted necdle 
and take up the loop ends only of 
each edge. Do all the pressing on 
the work and the- fron, ‘and avoid 
fattening - the work too much. or 
stretching it in the process. The 
fron should never be rubbed back- 
wards and forwards, but pressed 
gently and firmly, especially in the 
case of ribbed or raised patterns, 


If you have to unpick a plicce of 


knitting, roll the wool lightly round }- 


an- aluminium hot-water bottle, then 
M1 it with hot water, When the 
bottle !s cool enough to handle, wind 
the ool, which you will find has 
become like new wool.

INSULIN 
TO RESTORE 
SANITY 


U.S. PHYSICIAN’S 
CLAIM 


Norman, Oklahoma. 

Dr. D. W. GriMith, 63, a slight, 
mild hospital superintendent with 
the courage to jeopardize a success- 
ful record established in 37 years at 
the same Job, belleves that an 
experiment conducted quictly by 
hir and his assistants might open 
the way for the return to normalcy 
of thousands of insanc persons. 

Unknown to this‘ staid college 
town, location of Oklahoma Univer- 
sity, Dr. Grif th directed an’ experl- 
ment in which doses of ‘insulin in 
coma-producing quantities were nd- 
ministered to 29 persons suffcring 
from dementia praccox, 

Eight of the patients regained 
their sanity; he sald. Most of the 20 
displayed marked improvement. A 
few showed only slight benefit. 

Dr. F, M. Adams, superintendent 
of the Vinita, Oklahoma, hospital, 
who planned to start treatment of 10 
patients at once, emphasised that he 
believed thut “complete results will 
not be determinable for a year. 
afterwards.” .He sald reports in- 
dicated 70 per cent. of the younger 
patients were treated effectively. 

The cure Is about 30 per cent. In 
more advanced cases, Adams said. 

Dr. Griffith emphasised that the 
plan was not o “sure cure.” He 
obtained the Idea for the cxperiment 
while attending a lecture by Dr. 
Mannfred Sakel of Vienna at Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania last winter. 
Sakel outlined the “insulin-shock” 
theory.. Dr. Grif_th decided to 
ulilise it. Feat 

He started the tests February 1, 
using insulin furnished free by a 
drug company. ‘The hospital budget 
was too limited to purchase the ¢x- 
pensive insulin in the necessary 
quantity. 2 

He obtalned the permission of the 
relatives of the 29 patients -to con~ 
duct .the experiments, which he 
described us “very serious.” 

“The Insulin in the amount which 
we gave the patients produced o 
terrific shock,” he sald, “I explnin- 
ed the risk to the relntives of the 
patients.. They told me to go ahead, 
I did, and the results were excel~ 
lent. : . 

“Despite he. approval of — the. 
patients’ rela es on the plan, there 
was n possibit.ty that a furore would 
have been. raised if, any of the 
patlents had dicd,” he satd. 

Dr..'Grifin sald the experiment 
was based on the theory that 
dementia praccox iy couscd by a 
Jack of proper flow of fluids in the 
brain, a condition which the Insulin 
doses: correct. 

The . treatment consists of ad- 
ministering 150 minims (drops) of 
Insulin to the patients five days u 
wetk. Dr. Griffith explained that 
while the patients were unconscious 
after the injection of Susulln, doc- 
tors were at hand ready to Inject 
cugar into the blood stream to 
neutralise the insulin In cnse the 
patients sank too low, 

He said “very little” of the credit 
was his. 

“In the first place," he sald. “I 
simply used someone else's idea. 
Second, my assistants did ‘most of 
the work. 

“Our work here simply hos been 
a hopeful beglnning.”—United Press.

William Hunter Workman, M.A, 
M.D., E.R.G.C., the Zanious American 
nf at the agu-of 29, 

For many years Dr, 
intrigued the world with his trivels in 
out-of-the-way pinces by bicycle and 
in-other ways. His perigrinations 
over: Europe, North 
Africa and‘ Asia, including Grecce, 
Spain, Sicily, Morocco, Algeria, 
Tunis, Turkey, Egypt, Syria, 
Palestine, India, Ceylon, Java, Burma 
and Cambodia. 

In 1899 he ascended the volchno 
of Bromo in Javn, a height of about 
11,000 {cet, and between 1898 and 
1012 he made one journey of nearly 
2,000 = miles through  Baltistan, 
Ladakh, Nubra ond Suru, and seven 
expeditions among the mountains and 
glaciers of the Western Himalayan 
and Karakoram regions. He ascend- 
ed mony Himalayan and Karakoram 
peaks of over 20,000 fect, the highest 
point reached being 23,302 feet. He 
made the first exploration of the 
freat 60-mile long Slachen glacier in 
1912, discovering and ascending to 
two polnts at 19,000 and nearly 2:,- 
000 fect altitude on the Indus-Chinese 
and Turkestan water parting. He 
also discovered and crossed the ice- 
column connecting the heads of Sin- 
chen and Kabery glaciers, making the 
first ascent of the latter. 


He was several times decorated by. 


geographical and scientific research 
tocictics, and he lectured extensive- 
Jy in America, England, France, Ger- 
many, India, ttaly, and Scotland. He 
was also the author of a large num- 
ber of books describing-‘his various 
explorations. 

Born in Worcester, Massachussetts.

“Fifty per cent. of the cancer 
casts coming to us, come too Inte— 
usunlly because of fear. Of the 
other 50 per cent, perhaps half are 
cured. Those who ore not, refuse to 
follow advice and assure they. are 
cured when more treatment still is 
needed.” 
“We have reached the point,” Dr. 
John T. Murphy, Toledo, Obja, sald, 
“that some of us are not so much 
interested In the cuuse as we are 
the cure. We know how to cure 
caneer and we know how to prevent 
it. The real fight) now lies in 
education of the public.” 

Dr, Willlam H. Stewart, New York 
‘City, said it had been proven that 
‘cancer treated carly “is curable.” 

“The incurable cases," he said, 
“usually are those which have been 
allowed to spread through the re- 
mainder of the body through the 
lymph and the bloodstream. 

“When it reaches that stage jt may 
uppear cured at one point and then 
break out on another.”

30-ROOM HOUSE 


A few minutes after my friend had

But there Js little 
doubt from what fs known of the 
British standpoint that the  Itallan 
reply will causa disappointment and 
regret in London. It is notorious 
that the International non-Interven- 
tion Committce has failed to make 
any progress since last July, and it 
was to facilitate and expedite agrec- 
ment that Anglo-French Snitlatlve 
was taken, because, in the view of 
the two governments the problems 
arising from continued forelgn inter- 
vention in. Spain cannot be Ieft un- 
settled any longer without grave risk 
to the good relations in the rest of 
Europe. 


The Italian rejoinder, therefore, to 
the effect ‘that the questions propos- 
ed for discussion should be referred 
back to a procedure, the obvious 
failure of which was the very reason 
of thévsuggestion for an_ effort along 
fresh lines, is bound to be consider- 
ed by the British Government as 
completely negative and | unhelpful, 
Such a conclusion will be reached 
with all.the more regret in the light 
of a passage in the Prime Minister's 
speech last night, in which he sald 
that if once real progress could be 
made in the settlement of the Spanish 
problem the way would be open to 
those conversations which had form- 
ed the subject of recent correspon- 
dence between himself and Signor 
Mussolini—British Wireless.
